THE HAGUE — The Dutch 
political climate shifted to the 
right on Wednesday, with 
major gains for Geert 
Wilders' anti-Islam PVV 
party and the right-wing Lib¬ 
erals in the general election. 

The final are not in yet, 
but the exit poll gives both 
the right-wing Liberals 
(VVD) and Labour (PvdA) 
31 seats - a gain of nine for 
the VVD and a loss of two for

The definitive exit poll 
shows it will be difficult to 
form a new coalition, with 
the three right-wing parties 
failing to win a majority of 
seats in the 150 seat parlia¬ 
ment and needing the support 
of the fundamentalist Chris¬ 
tians if they are to take con¬ 
trol. 

Wilders ready 


A jubilant PVV leader 
Geert Wilders told Nos tv he 
hopes the party will be able to 
join a coalition government. 
'We are the big winner and 
they cannot ignore us. We 
want to be taken seriously,' he 
said. 

Nevertheless, it will be 
difficult to form a govern¬ 
ment including the PVV. 
Most parties, including 
Labour and the other two big 
winners, D66 and Groen¬ 
Links, have already said they 
will not link up with Wilders. 

Muslim groups told news 
agency ANP they are con¬ 
cerned about the rise of the 
PVV. 'We respect this demo¬ 
cratic outcome but throwing 
mud at a particular group 
does not contribute to a har¬ 
monious society,' Driss El 
Boujoufi of the Moroccan

In an emotional address on 
Wednesday night, he thanked 
party workers and supporters 
for the trust they have shown 
him in his eight years as prime 
minister. 

Looking clearly dejected, 
the Christian Democrat leader 
said the voters had made their 
decision: 'Elections have win¬ 
ners and losers.'

'I 
have to take responsibility,' he 
said.

WASHINGTON(AP) — U.S. 
authorities paid Joran van der 
Sloot at least $15,000 in a sting 
operation and delayed arresting 
him because they were trying 
to help build a murder case 
against him in the 5-year-old 
disappearance of Natalee Hol¬ 
loway in Aruba, two federal 
law enforcement officials said 
yesterday. 

During that delay, van der 
Sloot arrived in Lima, Peru, on 
May 14, and authorities say he 
has confessed to last week's 
killing of a 21-year-old woman 
in his hotel room there. 

The law enforcement offi¬ 
cials say the investigation into 
Holloway's disappearance was 
revived about six weeks ago 
when van der Sloot reached out 
to someone close to Holloway's 
mother in Alabama and re¬ 
quested $250,000 in exchange 
for disclosing the location of 
Holloway's body on the island 
of Aruba. 

Aruba authorities have been 
frustrated in their efforts to 
prosecute van der Sloot be¬ 
cause they have been unable to 
find her remains. 

The officials said that Hol¬ 
loway's mother, Beth Twitty, 
contacted law enforcement au¬ 
thorities in Alabama, and the 


FBI set a sting operation in mo¬ 
tion targeting van der Sloot. 
The agency wired $15,000 to a 
bank account he controlled, of¬ 
ficials added. 

Separately, private investi¬ 
gator Bo Died said in an inter¬ 
view that in April, shortly after 
van der Sloot's father died, van 
der Sloot contacted an attorney 
for the Holloway family, John 
Kelly, and offered to explain 
how Holloway died in ex¬ 
change for $250,000 from Hol¬ 
loway's mother. 

Died said that at a May 10 
meeting in Aruba, Kelly of¬ 
fered van der Sloot $25,000 up 
front, with the rest to be deli¬ 
vered once the body was found. 
According to Dietl, van der 
Sloot received $10,000 in cash 
and $15,000 by wire transfer. 
There was no immediate expla¬ 
nation from government offi¬ 
cials for the discrepancy in the 


Dutch media expressed con¬ 
cern Tuesday about the 
prospects of Joran van der 
Sloot getting a fair trial follow¬ 
ing his arrest in Peru over the 
death of a 21-year-old woman. 

Peruvian authorities say that 
Van der Sloot has already con-

In a comment piece pub¬ 
lished on Tuesday morning be¬ 
fore the alleged confession, 
Dutch newspaper Trouw 
warned that police and author¬ 
ities in Peru were under "over¬ 
whelming pressure" from the 
media to condemn van der 
Sloot, as soon as possible, 
warning that his presumed guilt 
appeared to be a "foregone 
conclusion" which risked turn¬ 
ing his case into a "show trial." 

It also criticized the "open¬ 
ness" of the Peruvian police in 
placing van der Sloot in front 
of television cameras wearing 
a bulletproof vest, warning that 
it could compromise the case 
against the suspect. 

"Showing the suspect as a 
trophy could seriously harm 


LIMA, Peru (AP) - Peruvian 
police took Joran van der 
Sloot, who they say has con¬ 
fessed to last week's killing of 
a 21-year-old business student 
in his Lima hotel room, to visit 
the crime scene, officials said.

Peru's chief police spokes¬ 
man, Col. Abel Gamarra, said 
late Monday that Van der Sloot 
confessed earlier in the day. 

Several Peruvian media 
outlets reported, without iden¬ 
tifying their sources, that he

Trouw also criticized Dutch 
forensic psychology professor 
Corine de Ruiter who specu¬ 
lated in another Dutch newspa¬ 
per, De Volkskrant, that van 
der Sloot displayed "all the 
major features of a classic psy¬ 
chopath." 

De Ruiter has not met van 
der Sloot and told De Volks¬ 
krant her suggestion that he 
may have a psychopathic dis¬ 
order was based on analysis of 
"books, images and interviews" 
concerning the case. 

She cited an interview he 
gave on Dutch television in 
2008 following which he threw 
a glass of wine into the face of 
crime reporter Peter R. de 
Vries. 

Trouw, in the opinion piece 
published before van der 
Sloot's alleged confession, 
said: "What if he is still proven 
innocent? On closer inspection, 
the 22-year-old Dutchman is 
just a suspect in an 'ordinary' 
murder investigation. So he 
must be treated. 


admitted to killing Flores in a 
rage after learning she looked 
up information about his past 
on his laptop without permis¬ 
sion. 

The newspaper La Repub- 
lica said Van der Sloot tear 
fully confessed, in the pre¬ 
sence of a prosecutor and a 
state-appointed attorney, to 
grabbing Flores by the neck 
and hitting her because she had 
viewed images about the 
Aruba case on his computer 
while he was out buying cof¬ 
fee. 

Neither Gamarra, senior po¬ 
lice officials nor prosecutors 
would provide details of the al¬ 
leged confession, which came 
on Van der Sloot's third full 
day in Peruvian custody at 
criminal police headquarters. 

Meanwhile, the Dutch 
newspaper De Volkskrant quo¬ 
ted the suspect's lawyer in the 
Netherlands as suggesting the 
confession may have been co¬ 
erced. 

"Joran told his mother cry¬ 
ing Monday that he was being 
interrogated under reasonably 
barbaric conditions," the paper 
quoted Bert De Rooij saying. 
"He said the police were trying 
to force him to confess." 

Under such conditions, he 
said, the "confession was pos¬ 
sibly false." 

The state-appointed lawyer 
who represented Van der Sloot 
in initial interrogations, Carla 
Odria, said that a different 
lawyer, who she said was hired 
by the suspect, was with Van 
der Sloot on Monday. She said 
she did not know the lawyer's 
name. Authorities would not 
release the name of the lawyer. 

Officials at the Dutch Em¬ 
bassy, who said the suspect's 
family was attempting to ob¬ 
tain private counsel for Van der 
Sloot, could not be reached for 
comment on whether a private 
lawyer had in fact been re¬ 
tained.

such as “The Wire.” 

Griffin Dunne is the son of 
best-selling author Dominick 
Dunne, who passed away last 
year. Dominick Dunne was 
an important figure in film 
and television when Griffin 
was a child. Griffin recalled 
growing up surrounded by 
social events attended by 
some of the most famous 
names in media. His father 
was blackballed in Holly¬ 
wood and went into “self¬ 
exile” in Oregon to reinvent 
himself as a memorable 
writer. “To see someone go 
through unbelievable hard¬ 
ship and not give up had a de¬ 
finitive influence on me and 
my daughter. My father’s 
journey is both an inspiration 
and a cautionary tale for me.” 

As Dunne’s father was an 
outcast to the industry just as 
his son was attempting to 
break in as an actor, “he 
could not offer me the assis¬ 
tance he might have,” he re¬ 
veals, “he was always very 
supportive of my desire to be 
an actor since I was a child, 
and probably would have 
gotten me parts even then, 
but my mother was having 
none of it.” 

Dunne, who has a natural 
talent for comedy, confessed 
he was “like the brilliant stu¬ 
dent who can’t take tests. I 
would be cracking everyone 


up while waiting to go in for 
an audition, but then once I 
got in I would find it daunting 
and get inexplicably nervous. 
Finally, I and two friends op¬ 
tioned a book and produced 
our own film, released as 
“Head over Heels,” also 
known as, “Chilly Scenes of 
Winter.” I gave myself a 
small part in the film, which 
received enormous critical at¬ 
tention and acclaim. Soon I 
received a script from John 
Landis called “American 
Werewolf in London,” which 
he wanted me for, no audition 
necessary.” This ground¬ 
breaking film “was the first to 
really combine horror and 
humor,” comments Dunne; it 
gave his acting career a jump- 
start. “Some people think 
“Ghostbusters” was the first 
funny horror movie, but it 
was “Werewolf,” and at the 
time, people didn’t know 
quite what to think, it got 
mixed reviews. Now, of 
course you can’t kill someone 
without saying a funny line.” 

In closing the workshop, 
Dunne responded to a ques¬ 
tion about humor on the 
screen, as he is mostly asso¬ 
ciated with “Rom-coms” a 
genre he enjoys and “loves 
doing..” He is directing an 
episode of the “Good Wife,” 
presently and will have a re¬ 
occurring character on an 
HBO series. He confessed to 
enjoying “the energy of a 
project that completely ab¬ 
sorbs six months of my life.” 

“I think comedy is hard 
because very few people ap¬ 
preciate how difficult it is to 
be funny. “Dying is easy, 
comedy is hard,” is on the 
tombstone of Barry Moore, I 
believe. It is easier to play a 
scene where you come home 
and find your mother with a 
knife in her back and end up 
wailing to the skies, as to 
being loose and inventive; 
there is a smaller talent pool 
for that. I think it has always 
been under-appreciated.”

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No, Really: Earth is flat in most 
peoples' minds 



By now, most people agree 
that we live on a round 
planet. But deep down, scien¬ 
tists find that many still think 
about the Earth as if it were 
flat. 

Researchers asked 44 peo¬ 
ple to estimate, in kilometers, 
the distances between six 
cities on different continents, 
without looking at a map. 
They found that many people 
made these calculations as if 
the Earth were a flat plane, 
rather than a round sphere. 
(In fact, the Earth isn’t quite a 
perfect sphere; it’s more like 
a squashed beach ball.) 

If the planet is visualized 
as a two-dimensional plane, 
like a flat map, then the dis¬ 
tance between two cities will 
be a straight line. However, if 
you think of the planet like a 
globe, then the span between 
two places will be a curved 
line, which is longer than a 
straight line. Thus, people 
who forgot the Earth is round 
consistently underestimated 
these distances. 

According to the study, 
those most likely to accu¬ 
rately picture the Earth as 
round are people who’ve had 
personal experiences with the 
curvature of the Earth. 


’’Ninety-nine percent of all 
people think that of course 
the Earth is round, because 
they have learned it in 
school,” said study researcher 
Claus-Christian Carbon of 
Germany's University of 
Bamberg. "But the thing is, 
this doesn't solve the cogni¬ 
tive problem of whether peo¬ 
ple really base calculations of 
routes on such a model.” 

While this misconception 
doesn't matter much if you're 
estimating the distance from, 
say, New Jersey to New York, 
if you're charting a path from 
New York to Paris it makes 
quite a bit of difference. In 
the study, participants were 
asked to estimate the dis¬ 
tances between Los Angeles; 
Berlin; Rio de Janeiro, 
Brazil; Cape Town, South 
Africa; and Sydney, Aus¬ 
tralia. 

The researchers found that 
about half of respondents' an¬ 
swers were consistent with a 
flat Earth, while the other 
half were more accurate and 
consistent with a round 
planet. The participants' edu¬ 
cation level or background 
made no apparent difference 
to their ability to correctly es¬ 
timate these distances. 


"What we found was re¬ 
ally a very big surprise for us, 
because I had the feeling that 
most estimations are based of 
course on a spherical world,” 
Carbon said. "The fantastic 
thing was, it does not matter 
at all whether you have a very 
good geographical knowl¬ 
edge.” 

The only predictor of a 
person's accuracy that the 
study showed was whether or 
not people had a personal ex¬ 
perience of the Earth as a 
globe. 

Some participants said 
they had had moments in 
their lives when they ob¬ 
served the curvature of the 
Earth from a plane, or 
watched a boat sinking over 
the horizon at the beach. Peo¬ 
ple who could recall such ex¬ 
periences apparently retained 
this knowledge and contin¬ 
ued to visualize the planet as 
round when calculating large- 
scale distances. 

Carbon compared the phe¬ 
nomenon to a person being 
told not to touch a hot stove. 
Most people must first try 
touching the stove when they 
are young to fully compre¬ 
hend how hot and dangerous 
the stove really is. 

"We could have knowl¬ 
edge about things, but to re¬ 
ally apply this knowledge 
you need personal experi¬ 
ences,” Carbon said. "This is 
really transferable to many 
domains where we also have 
knowledge about something, 
but we cannot apply it.” 

The finding could have 
implications for teaching 
methods about geography as 
well as many other concepts, 
he said. 

The study is detailed in the 
latest issue of Elsevier's jour¬ 
nal Cognition. 


Y2K-style computer bug looms over 
Taiwan 


HSINTIEN - Thousands of 
small businesses in Taiwan 
are looking with growing un¬ 
ease towards December 31, 
2010, fearing that the New 
Year will trigger a local ver¬ 
sion of the Y2K "millennium 
bug”. 

The island's unique calen¬ 
dar counts time from the 
1911 revolution that brought 
down the last Chinese em¬ 
peror, meaning January 1 will 
not be the start of 2011, but of 
year 100. 


The concern is this could 
spell havoc for many older 
computers that have to get 
used to counting three digits 
rather than two. 

Experts estimate that up to 
200,000 local shops and com¬ 
panies still use computers 
that are not armed to with¬ 
stand the local version of the 
millennium bug. 

"Primarily, the bug may 
cause problems for account¬ 
ing, inventory and personnel 
systems at small businesses,” 


said Louis Chen, an eco¬ 
nomic ministry official. 

Although there is little 
more than half a year left to 
get prepared, numerous com¬ 
panies have so far done noth¬ 
ing. 

Fifteen percent of the is¬ 
land's small businesses say 
they have taken no pre-emp¬ 
tive measures even though 
they believe they may be at 
risk, according to a recent 
survey by the economics 
ministry.

Honeybees can learn 
foreign 'languages'

They may "speak” different 
languages, but Asian and Eu¬ 
ropean honeybees living in 
the same hive can learn to 
translate each others' dances 
to help one another find food, 
a new study reveals. 

Honeybees produce and 
store honey and build colo¬ 
nial hives from wax. The nine 
species of honeybees found 
worldwide diverged, in evo¬ 
lutionary terms, about 30 mil¬ 
lion to 50 million years ago 
and developed different 
dance "languages” that they 
use to tell each other where a 
tasty flower or choice nesting 
site is. 

"The scouts perform the 
so-called bee dances inside 
the nest," said study leader 
Shaowu Zhang of The Aus¬ 
tralian National University. 
"The coordinates of distant 
locations are encoded in the 
waggle phase of this ballet, 
with the direction and dis¬ 
tance to the food source indi¬ 
cated by the orientation and 
duration of the dance.” 

The duration of the "wag¬ 
gle dances” differs from 
species to species, even if 
bees are trying to communi- 


mation. 

"It's these differences 
which we can think of as 
distinct languages,” Zhang 
said. 

Zhang and his team mixed 
two species of honeybees, 
Asian (Apis cerana cerana) 
and European (Apis mellifera 
ligustica), together in a hive, 
and once they had adjusted to 
each other, the scientists 
trained one species to fly to a 
feeder set at varying dis¬ 
tances from the hive. 

When European honey¬ 
bees were trained to find the 
feeder , Asian honeybees 
were able to decipher the 
dances of their European 
cousins and interpret where 
the feeder was. The same was 
true when the experiment 
was reversed. 

"They can understand and 
communicate [with] each 
other,” Zhang said. 

Whether bilingual bees 
occur in nature though is un¬ 
certain, because "the different 
species of honeybees do not 
live together in nature,” 
Zhang said. "We established 
an artificially mixed colony 
for our experiments.” 

The team's findings are 
detailed online in the journal 
PLoS ONE. The study was 
funded by the National Natu¬ 
ral Science Foundation of 
China and the Australian Re¬ 
search Council Centre of Ex¬ 
cellence in Vision Science.

Shortness boosts heart disease, death risk: study 



Short people have a sig¬ 
nificantly increased risk of 
developing heart disease, 
a new analysis suggests. 

Over the years, there 
has been conflicting evi¬ 
dence on whether short¬ 
ness was associated with 
heart disease. However, 
this is the first systematic 
review that has been done 
on the topic, according to 
the Finnish researchers. 

"Height may be con¬ 
sidered as a possible inde¬ 
pendent factor to be used 
in calculating people's risk 
of heart disease," said lead 
author Dr. Tuula Paaja- 
nen, a researcher in the 
Department of Forensic 
Medicine at the Univer¬ 
sity of Tampere. 

Height is used to calcu¬ 
late body mass index (a 
measurement of body fat), 
which is widely used to quan¬ 
tify risk of coronary heart dis¬ 
ease, she added. 

"But height is only one 
factor that may contribute to 
heart disease risk, and 
whereas people have no con¬ 
trol over their height or ge¬ 


netics, they can control their 
weight, lifestyle habits such 
as smoking, drinking and ex¬ 
ercise, and all of these to¬ 
gether affect their heart 
disease risk," Paajanen said. 
"The more risk factors you 
have, the more effort you 
should concentrate to reduce 


the risk factors you 
can." 

The report is 
published in the 
June 9 online issue 
of the European 
Heart Journal. 

For the study, 
Paajanen's group an¬ 
alyzed data from 52 
studies that included 
3,012,747 people. 
Short people were 
considered those 
under 5-foot 3- 
inches and tall peo¬ 
ple were just over 
5-foot-8. 

Separated by 
gender, short men 
were under 5-foot-5, 
and short women 
were under 5-foot 
tall. Tall men were 
over 5-foot-9, and 
tall women were over 5-foot- 
5. 

Compared with the tallest 
people, the shortest people 
were almost 1.5 times more 
likely to die from cardiovas¬ 
cular disease or to live with 
heart disease or suffer a heart 


attack, the researchers found. 

Considering men and 
women separately, short men 
were 37 percent more likely 
to die from any cause com¬ 
pared with tall men, and short 
women were 55 percent more 
likely to die from any cause 
compared with taller women, 
Paajanen's team noted. 

Paajanen added that it is 
unknown why there is an as¬ 
sociation between height and 
the risk for heart disease. 

The researchers, however, 
speculated that shorter people 
have smaller coronary arter¬ 
ies that may get blocked ear¬ 
lier in life due to other risk 
factors such as poverty, poor 
nutrition and infections that 
result in poor early life 
growth. Smaller coronary ar¬ 
teries also might be subject to 
changes in blood flow. 

However, recent genetic 
findings about body height 
suggest that inherited factors, 
rather than poor nutrition or 
low birth weight, may ex¬ 
plain the association between 
shortness and an increased 
risk of heart disease, the re¬ 


searchers pointed out. 

Dr. Gregg C. Fonarow, di¬ 
rector of the Ahmanson- 
UCL A Cardiomyopathy 

Center at the University of 
California, Los Angeles, said 
that "many but not all prior 
studies have suggested that in¬ 
dividuals of short stature may 
be at higher risk for cardiovas¬ 
cular events and cardiovascu¬ 
lar death, independent of other 
established cardiovascular 
risk factors." 

But to reduce the overall 
risk of heart disease, people 
need to control the risk fac¬ 
tors they can, Fonarow 
added. 

"Individuals of short 
stature, along with those of 
all heights, should be aware 
of the cardiovascular risks 
they potentially face but 
focus on those risk factors 
that are modifiable including 
not smoking, participating in 
regular exercise, maintaining 
a healthy body weight, con¬ 
trolling blood pressure and 
achieving optimal lipid lev¬ 
els," he said.

Scientists use Calvin Klein cologne to 
lure j aguars 


Obsession 


For men 
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GUATEMALA CITY 

Guatemala - Biologists track¬ 
ing jaguars in the Guatemalan 
jungle might smell nice but it’s 
all in the name of science, with 
researchers finding the Calvin 
Klein cologne Obsession for 
Men attracts big cats. 

Biologists Rony Garcia and 
Jose Moreira from the Wildlife 
Conservation Society's (WCS) 
Jaguar Conservation Program 
say they use hidden cameras as 
a primary source for observing 
and tracking jaguars in the 
Guatemala's Maya Biosphere 
Reserve. 

But they also rely on Ob¬ 
session for Men, a cologne 
known for its complex scent, 
to help lure then research and 
hopefully ultimately preserve 
jaguars in the Central Ameri¬ 
can country. 

"The method we are using 
to study the jaguars here in 
Guatemala is an invasive 
method which is based on pho¬ 
tographing the individuals by 
using camera traps," Moreira 
said. 

"It has been very useful 
using Obsession (for Men) to 
get the jaguars in front of these 
camera traps ... and that allows 
us to estimate with greater con¬ 
fidence the genders and the 
numbers that live in each stu¬ 
died site." 

The discovery that Obses¬ 
sion for Men acted as a magnet 
for jaguars was the result of an 
experiment by the WCS's 
Bronx Zoo in New York. 


The WCS was looking for 
ways to get cheetahs in front of 
camera traps, and, after several 
years of testing with different 
fragrances, found spraying the 
musky Obsession For Men 
near the heat-and-motion-sen- 
sitive cameras drew the cats 
for longer than other scents. 

They also tried out about 23 
other fragrances but Obsession 
for Men kept the cats' attention 
for longest with Nina Ricci's 
L'Air du Temps coming se¬ 
cond. 

The practice made its way 
down to Guatemala, where 
Garcia and Moreira said they 
have been recording similar 
success in the wild since 2007, 
allowing them to track jaguars 


and even record their mating 
rituals. 

Garcia said the results will 
be invaluable to conservation 
efforts. 

"These camera traps help us 
to identify how many jaguars 
are living in this area ... (and) 
helps us to have control over 
the population and lets us say 
to the government, to the pub¬ 
lic, that Laguna del Tigre still 
deserves conservation," he 
said. 

The WCS said it tentatively 
plans to expand the use of the 
cologne in programs in 
Venezuela, Nicaragua, Bolivia, 
Peru and Ecuador in coming 
years. 
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Christians view Syria as haven in 
unstable region

DAMASCUS, Syria - Church 
bells mingle with calls to prayer 
from mosques in the Old City 
of Damascus, home to Chris¬ 
tian communities rooted here 
long before the Islamic era. 

"Many Muslims feel they 
own the truth. Many Christians 
do too," said Mayssa Rumman, 
who runs a tiny, lovingly re¬ 
stored hotel in Bab Touma, a 
Christian quarter of the Old 
City. 

"But we don't fight about it 
and it doesn't stop us from 
being neighbors or from work¬ 
ing with each other," she said. 

Syria's dwindling Chris¬ 
tians coexist with their Muslim 
compatriots in a country many 
of them see as a safe haven, in 
a region where religious mi¬ 
norities often struggle for sur¬ 
vival. 

Pope Benedict XVI is so 
worried about how Christians 
are faring in a conflict-prone 
Middle East that he has called 
bishops to the Vatican in Octo¬ 
ber to consider their plight. 

A document he presented 
Sunday during a visit to 
Cyprus blames the Israeli- 
Palestinian struggle, the Iraq 
war, divisions in Lebanon and 
rising political Islam in Egypt 


for accelerating mi¬ 
gration that dispro¬ 
portionately erodes 
the Christian pres¬ 
ence. 

Syria remains a 
relatively benign 
place for Christians, 
who nevertheless 
fear any spillover of 
regional conflicts 
and the rise of Is¬ 
lamist movements 
that might restrict 
their freedoms. 

Muslims and 
Christians enjoy 
equal rights here, 
apart from a consti¬ 
tutional stipulation 
that the president 
must be a Muslim. 

They also face the same re¬ 
strictions on political freedom 
in a country that has known 
only firm Baath Party rule 
since 1963. 

As the Vatican document 
puts it, without naming Syria: 
"In other countries, authorita¬ 
rianism or dictatorships force 
the population, Christians in¬ 
cluded, to bear everything in 
silence so as to safeguard the 
essential aspects of living." 

Samer Lahham, a layman 
who runs ecumenical relations 
at the Greek Orthodox Patriar¬ 
chate in Damascus, said that 
the Syrian government "really 
puts religion aside," noting that 
passports and identity cards 
make no mention of religion. 

"Secularism plays a very 
important role, enabling mi¬ 
norities to live in peace and 
dignity and get access to their 
rights. We are allowed to build 
new churches, institutions and 
schools." 

But Christians were uncom¬ 
fortably aware of the "fanati¬ 
cism and extremism" preached 
by some Islamists elsewhere, 
he said. 

"They are everywhere, 
Lebanon, Egypt, Jordan, so no¬ 
body can ignore the trend," 


Lahham said, adding that mod¬ 
erate Muslims were also 
alarmed at potential damage to 
the social fabric. 

President Bashar al-Assad's 
father, Hafez al-Assad, 
crushed an armed uprising by 
Islamists belonging to the 
Muslim Brotherhood group in 
the early 1980s. Islamic influ¬ 
ence has spread in society 
since then, as elsewhere in the 
Middle East, with the govern¬ 
ment seeking to co-opt mode¬ 
rate Muslim leaders. 

Syrian Christians also fear 
being tarred by association 
with the West, whose support 
for Israel and military inva¬ 
sions of Iraq and Afghanistan 
have fueled hostility among 
Muslims. 

"Fanatic groups under reli¬ 
gious names refer to what has 
happened since 9/11, the war 
against Iraq, as a war between 
the Christianity and Islam, be¬ 
tween West and East," Lahham 
said. 

Assad, who inherited power 
when his father died in 2000, 
belongs to Syria's Alawite 
Muslim minority and has 
shown a solicitous attitude to¬ 
ward Christians, who in turn 
have supported the secular, 
Baathist order. 

"The fact that Iraqi Chris¬ 
tians became a special target of 
Islamist prejudice and general 
banditry and extortion follow¬ 
ing America's destruction of 
the Baathist regime in 2003 
only drove home the vulnera¬ 
bility of Syrian Christians," 
said Joshua Landis, a Middle 
Eastern scholar at the Univer¬ 
sity of Oklahoma. 

"Syria is the only country in 
the Islamic world in which 
school textbooks — those re¬ 
quired in religion classes in 
government schools — state in 
simple language that Chris¬ 
tians will go to heaven just as 
Muslims do," Landis said. 

Assad and his wife Asma 
both attended schools origi¬ 
nally established and run by 
Christians. 

Still, the Christian commu¬ 
nity, reckoned to form 10 per¬ 
cent of Syria's population in 
the 1940s, is shrinking — 
parish statistics gathered by 
church leaders suggest that 
Christians now make up only 
six percent, Landis said. 

The decline is due to faster 
emigration and lower birth 
rates among Christians than 
Muslims — a trend linked to 
their generally higher levels of 
education and urbanization. 
Family ties with Syrian Chris¬ 
tian emigre communities make 
it easier for Western-looking 
Christians to find new homes 
abroad. 



Bolshoi prima ballerina 
Semyonova dies at age 102 



The Bolshoi Theater has an¬ 
nounced the death of Soviet- 
era prima ballerina Marina 
Semyonova. Semyonova died 
at her home. She was 102. 

Marina Semyonova (Se¬ 
menova) was born in Le¬ 
ningrad in 1908. She was the 
first great dancer formed by 
Agrippina Vaganova. Gradu¬ 
ated from the Vaganova School 
in 1925 and stayed in 
Leningrad until 1930 when she 
transfered to Moscow and the 
Bolshoi Theatre. She was 
guest with the Paris Opera Bal¬ 
let in 1935 where she danced 
Giselle with Serge Lifar. 

She became one of the most 
important teachers and repeti- 
teurs of the Bolshoi Theatre. 
Natalia Bessmertnova, Marina 
Kondratieva, Nadezhda Pav¬ 
lova, Nina Sorokina, Ludmila 
Semenyaka, Nina Timofeyeva 
and Galina Stepanenko was 
among her adepts. 

In 1930 she became one of 
the first Leningrad dancers to 
transfer successfully to Mos¬ 



cow's Bolshoi Theatre where 
she was to be the supreme clas¬ 
sical dancer for the next 24 
seasons. Here she refined her 
Leningrad heroines, adding 
several new classical heroines 
such as Giselle and Esmeralda 
but also including some of the 
new Soviet ballets to her reper¬ 
toire: Mireille in Flames of 
Paris, Polina in Prisoner of the 
Caucasus, Queen of the Ball in 
Bronze Horseman and the title 
role in Mirandolina. She re¬ 
tired in 1954. 

Rarely for an artist under 
the Stalin regime she was 
given leave of absence to 
dance in Paris in 1935 where 
she performed Giselle with 
Serge Lifar with great success 
at the Opera in addition to clas¬ 
sical divertissements, notably 
the pas de deux from the 
Shades of La Bayadere.

WILLEMSTAD, Curacao -

Its main plants are still 
not working, the refinery 
spokesman reported yesterday. 

Isla, with a processing ca¬ 
pacity of 320,000 barrels per 


day (bpd) has experienced fre¬ 
quent non-programmed down¬ 
times over the past few years 
for problems at the Curacao 
Utilities Operating Company 
(CUOC), a supplier of indus¬ 
trial services. Also, some 
equipment needs to be re¬ 
placed at the facility. 

The spokesman of the refin¬ 
ery based on Curacao, Kenneth 
Gijsbertha, told local newspa¬ 
per La Prensa that so far they 
have not a certain date to start 
up the units. 

Only the lubricants com¬ 
plex is running smoothly to 
meet the commitments to 
Venezuela, he added. 


The Netherlands Antilles cooperates 
in tax crackdown 


The Dutch Ministry of Finance 
has said that the Netherlands 
Antilles will cooperate with 
third countries’ tax authorities 
in the fight against tax evasion. 

The operation, the Ministry 
said, will involve an investiga¬ 
tion of Dutch taxpayers’ funds 
that were allegedly deposited 
in anonymous Institution Pri¬ 
vate Pension Funds (IPPFs) in 
the Antilles. The announce¬ 
ment follows the dissolution of 
a large number of these trusts 
after the Netherlands govern¬ 
ment passed a new ‘Succes¬ 
sion Law,’ which made 
mandatory the declaration of 
assets held in IPPFs. 

Announcing the move, The 
Netherlands State Secretary, 
Jan Kees De Jager, stated: 
“The Tax Department is cur¬ 


rently conducting an in-depth 
investigation to see whether 
there are any attempts to hide 
assets from the Inland Re¬ 
venue Service following the 
adoption of the new Succes¬ 
sion Law.” To facilitate its in¬ 
vestigation, the government 
has requested data from the 
Antillean Tax Department and 
from Dutch banks based on the 
islands, he added. 

The government also an¬ 
nounced on June 6 that a team 
of Dutch and Antillean tax in¬ 
spectors are to conduct a joint 
investigation into new informa¬ 
tion, shared with Dutch author¬ 
ities by the German 
government, regarding 22 foun¬ 
dations held by Dutch taxpayers 
in Liechtenstein, which was 
purchased by the German gov¬ 


ernment. “The information re¬ 
ceived from Germany, discloses 
the owner of the Stiftung (Foun¬ 
dation) and how it is managed. 
In the meantime, legal proceed¬ 
ings have been instituted against 
this group,” the government’s 
statement explained. 

The government also in¬ 
tends in the short-term to in¬ 
crease the minimum fine by 
30%. This follows the intro¬ 
duction of a maximum penalty 
of 300% following an investi¬ 
gation by the government’s tax 
investigation unit. The govern¬ 
ment in May offered taxpayers 
the opportunity to disclose 
funds under a tax amnesty, and 
appears to be encouraging tax¬ 
payers with outstanding tax li¬ 
abilities to reach for the carrot 
by sharpening the stick. 


Bernanke says recovery on track but 
jobs to lag 


WASHINGTON - Federal Re¬ 
serve Chairman Ben Bernanke 
said yesterday the economic 
recovery was on a solid footing 
but cautioned it could be years 
before the jobs lost during the 
deep recession of 2008-2009 
are restored. 

’’Although the support to 
economic growth from fiscal 
policy is likely to diminish in 
the coming year, the incoming 
data suggest that gains in pri¬ 
vate final demand will sustain 
the demand in economic re¬ 
covery,” Bernanke told the 
House of Representatives 
Budget Committee. 

While Bernanke said the 
economy had made an ’’impor¬ 
tant transition” where it was in 
less need of government sup¬ 
port, his emphasis on the strug¬ 
gles of the U.S. jobs market 


suggested the central bank was 
in no rush to raise interest rates. 

The Fed slashed short term 
interest rates to near zero and 
pumped more than $ 1 trillion 
into the financial system to 
pull the economy through its 
worst recession since the 
1930s. It has promised to hold 
borrowing costs exceptionally 
low for an extended period and 
most analysts do not expect 
rate rises until 2011. 

Bernanke told the lawma¬ 
kers weak housing and com¬ 
mercial property markets, and 
budget cutting by states, were 
among the ’’significant re¬ 
straints” holding back the re¬ 
covery, and he said the un¬ 
employment rate would only 
decline slowly. 

”A significant amount of 
time will be required to restore 


the nearly 8-1/2 million jobs 
that were lost over 2008 and 
2009,” he said. ”In this envi¬ 
ronment, inflation is likely to 
remain subdued.” 

Employers added 431,000 
jobs in May but only 41,000 of 
those positions came from the 
private sector. The unemploy¬ 
ment rate dropped but to a still- 
high 9.7 percent. 

Bernanke said the Fed is 
keeping a close watch on the 
European debt crisis for any 
spillover to the U.S. economy. 
Actions taken by European 
leaders show a firm commit¬ 
ment to calming strains and 
restoring stability, he said. 

”If markets continue to sta¬ 
bilize, then the effects of the 
crisis on economic growth in 
the United States seem likely 
to be modest,” he said. 


Santander turns to Mexico to keep expanding 


MADRID, Spain - Spain’s 
Santander (SAN.MC) 

shrugged off concerns of a 
debt crisis at home and showed 
its overseas expansion ambi¬ 
tions are still intact with the 
buyout of its Mexican division 
for $2.5 billion. 

Spain’s biggest bank will 
buy the remaining 24.9 percent 
of Santander Mexico from 
Bank of America (BAC.N) in a 
deal that analysts said was no 
surprise and strategically smart. 

Santander Chairman Emilio 
Botin has been a canny deal 
maker in the past — notably 
with early entry into Brazil and 
timely transactions in Italy and 
Britain — and has his eyes on 


other assets. 

Santander is close to ente¬ 
ring exclusive talks to buy a 
network of branches from 
Royal Bank of Scotland to 
bulk up in Britain, sources 
said, which could cost near 2 
billion pounds. 

It is also expected to at¬ 
tempt to build up its U.S. bank 
Sovereign, targeting the north¬ 
east of the country. 

The bank said Mexico was 
one of the group's key markets, 
with high growth potential due 
to the low level of use of bank¬ 
ing services there. With full 
ownership of the bank, San¬ 
tander said it hopes Mexico's 
contribution to group profit 


will increase by two percent¬ 
age points, to 7 percent.

Ricky Martin set for 
Broadway revival of 
'Evita 1 



WARSAW, Poland Former 
U.S. House Speaker Newt 
Gingrich — a recent convert 
to Catholicism — is in 
Poland promoting a docu¬ 
mentary he co-produced on 
Pope John Paul IPs role in de¬ 
feating communism. 

Gingrich, a Republican, is 
preaching to the converted: 
the Polish-bom pope is 
revered, and Poles credit him 


with inspiring the stmggle 
that eventually helped bring 
down the Soviet-backed com¬ 
munists in eastern Europe. 

Gingrich said Wednesday 
that his film, ’’Nine Days that 
Changed the World,” is still 
needed to remind young 
Poles, secular historians and 
people worldwide of John 
Paul's anti-totalitarian con¬ 
victions. The film, which will 


be screened at American uni¬ 
versities this fall, is also 
being translated into Chinese 
and Spanish in hopes it will 
inspire people in Cuba and 
elsewhere, Gingrich said. 

"We believe the pope's mes¬ 
sage of freedom through faith 
and his principle that no gov¬ 
ernment can get between you 
and God is a principle that is 
relevant in every country, for 
every person around the 
world,” Gingrich said at a news 
conference in Warsaw attended 
by the film's director and the 
other producers, among them 
his wife, Callista Gingrich. 

The film tracks a visit 
John Paul made to Poland in 
1979 and the electrifying ef¬ 
fect it had on Poland's anti¬ 
communist opposition. 

Gingrich, a Georgia con¬ 
gressman, said he converted 
to Catholicism last year. Pre¬ 
viously he was a Baptist, but 
started growing closer to 
Catholicism after marrying 
Callista_ a lifelong Roman 
Catholic — 10 years ago. He 
was also inspired by seeing 
Pope Benedict XVI during 
his 2008 visit to the United 
States. 

"It was a process which 
had occurred over about a 
nine year period,” he said.

Nani injury 
dents Portugal 
hopes 

Portugal suffered a major in¬ 
jury blow today after it was 
announced winger Nani 
would play no part in the 
2010 FIFA World Cup South 
Africa after damaging his 
collar bone. 

The Manchester United 
star is thought to have suf¬ 
fered the injury in training on 
Friday and will be replaced in 
the squad by Benfica mid¬ 
fielder Ruben Amorim. 
Nani's absence will disrupt 
the plans of Portugal boss 
Carlos Queiroz, who was 
counting on the 23-year-old 
following an impressive sea¬ 
son at Old Trafford. 

A statement on the Por¬ 
tuguese Football Federation's 
official website read: "Fol¬ 
lowing the injury to the left 
clavicle suffered by Nani, a 
daily assessment of the dam¬ 
age and the completion of 
medical tests, we have con¬ 
cluded he is unable to be 
competitive. 

In light of the report, the 
Portuguese Football Federa¬ 
tion, taking into account the 
FIFA regulations for the 2010 
World Cup, will call-up Ruben 
Amorim as a replacement." 

Nani emerged from the 
shadow of Cristiano Ronaldo 
following his compatriot's 
move to Real Madrid last 
summer and became an inte¬ 
gral part of Sir Alex Fergu¬ 
son's side as they narrowly 
lost out in the title race to 
Chelsea last term. 





















Referee for England-US 
yellow card 



IRENE, South Africa —Car¬ 
los Simon, who will referee 
the match between England 
and the United States at the 
World Cup, went through 
cards with the speed of a Las 
Vegas dealer at the 2006 tour¬ 
nament. 

The Brazilian referee is¬ 
sued five yellows during 
Italy’s 2-0 first-round victory 
over Ghana, handing the first 
to Daniele de Rossi 10 min¬ 
utes in. He gave out eight 
more in Spain’s 3-1 win over 
Tunisia, and added four yel¬ 
lows and a red to his total as 


Germany beat Sweden 
2-0 in the second round. 

He’s been selected to 
officiate England’s first 
match at this year’s 
World Cup, on Saturday. 
Given an English team 
and an American side 
filled with Premier Lea¬ 
guers, it could make for 
a match of attrition. 

“A foul in England is 
a foul,” American goal¬ 
keeper Marcus Hahne¬ 
mann said. “In another 
country, they’re won¬ 
dering if it’s a yellow 
card or a red card.” 

The U.S. had its own card- 
filled night at the last World 
Cup. In the 1-1 draw against 
Italy, the Americans went a 
man up when De Rossi was 
sent off by Uruguayan Jorge 
Larrionda in the 28th minute 
for an elbow that split Brian 
McBride’s left cheek. Seven¬ 
teen minutes later, the sides 
were evened when Pablo 
Mastroeni was shown red for 
a studs-up tackle on Andrea 
Pirlo. American defender 
Eddie Pope was sent off two

Spain defender Sergio

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Lakers take 2-1 NBA series lead 



BOSTON, Massachusetts - 
Derek Fisher scored 11 of his 
16 points in the fourth and 


Kobe Bryant finished with 29 
as the Los Angeles Lakers 
beat the Boston Celtics 91-84 


in game three of the NBA fi¬ 
nals. 

Pau Gasol had 13 points 
and 10 rebounds and Andrew 
Bynum chipped in with 10 re¬ 
bounds for the defending 
champion Lakers, who weath¬ 
ered an early assault, jumped 
out to a 17-point lead before 
allowing the Celtics to climb 
back in it. Fisher and Bryant 
then powered them down the 
stretch as they held on for the 
win to take a 2-1 lead in the 
best-of-seven series. 

"We had to be poised and 
we did that,” said Bryant, 
who struggled at times on of¬ 
fence, shooting just 10-of-29 
from the field in Tuesday's 
match. "They pushed but 
they never got control of the 
game. 

”You win championships 
with defence and rebounding. 
Shots come and go but you 
got to stay after it on de¬ 
fence.” 

Game four is also in 
Boston today as the Celtics 
host the Lakers three games 
in a row. 

”We worked hard,” said 
the Fisher. "Sometimes 
things don't go your way but 
you just got to keep believing 
in yourself. I love this team. I 
love what I do. Nothing 
means more to me than to 
have success with my team¬ 
mates.” 

Forward Kevin Garnett 
finished with 25 points and 
six rebounds for the fourth 
seeded Celtics who are trying 
to become biggest underdog 
NBA finals winner since the 
sixth seeded Houston cap¬ 
tured the crown in 1995. 

"When you play a team 
like this you can't dig a hole 
like 17 points,” Garnett said. 
"It is too big a deficit.” 

The last time the Lakers 
were in Boston for a finals 
game they left with their tails 
between their legs after a 39- 
point Celtics rout that the 
clinched the NBA title two 
years ago. 


"We didn't doubt our abil¬ 
ity to win here,” Fisher said. 

This is the second time in 
three seasons and the 12th 
time the Lakers and Celtics 
have met in the NBA finals 
since their first meeting in 
1959 finals. 

The Lakers are seeking 
their 16th NBA title and are 
second all-time behind 
Boston's 17 championships. 

For the second consecu¬ 
tive game in the series, the 
teams battled down the 
stretch but this time the Lak¬ 
ers were able to hold off the 
Celtics. 

The Celtics came out 
quickly off the opening tip 
off, jumping out to a 12-5 
lead but then it was all Lakers 
for the first half. Los Angeles' 


biggest lead was 17 points in 
the second quarter. 

Strong play from the bench 
helped the Lakers go on a 10- 
2 scoring run to end the first 
for a 26-17 lead in front of a 
crowd of 18,624 at the Boston 
Garden arena. They carried 
that over into the second quar¬ 
ter, building a double digit 52- 
40 lead at the half. 

The much-maligned Gar¬ 
nett found his scoring touch 
early, scoring the first three 
baskets of the game for the 
Celtics. Garnett had more 
points in game three than his 
total for the first two games 
combined. 

The same can't be said for 
the Celtics' Paul Pierce and 
Ray Allen who shot a com¬ 
bined five-of-25 Tuesday.

new Bolivar rate 


CARACAS, Venezuela-Vene¬ 
zuela's central bank launched 
its new, highly regulated for¬ 
eign-exchange market yester¬ 
day and, as expected, set a 
trading band that many say 
overvalues the local currency 
and could lead to the creation 
of a booming black market. 

The bank didn't specifically 
announce a trading band for 
the bolivar against the dollar. 
Instead, it set a price range for 
the purchase of dollar-denom- 
inated Venezuelan bonds, 
payable in bolivars. These 
bond sales will be used as an 
indirect way to trade currency, 
a method officials say can re¬ 
duce speculation and sharp 
moves in the currency. 

The bank gave price ranges 
for the local purchase of 
PDVSAbonds as well as sove¬ 
reign Venezuelan debt, and 
traders said those prices sug¬ 
gest the new forex market's 
trading band is beginning at 
about VEF4.8 to VEF5.6 for 
$1. The band is expected to be 
adjusted daily. 

The new currency-ex¬ 
change market replaces an 
eight-year-old, unregulated, 
free-floating market that Pre¬ 
sident Hugo Chavez said had 
become satiated with specula¬ 
tors and fraudsters. Over the 


past month, Chavez's govern¬ 
ment has arrested and jailed 
several brokerage-house direc¬ 
tors and raided dozens of tra¬ 
ding houses. 

Amid the alleged rampant 
speculation, the bolivar had 
fallen 25% this year, spurring 
a worrisome spike in inflation, 
which is now at 31% a year, 
the highest in Latin America. 

By creating a new market 
that is under the watchful eye 
of the central bank and will 
have a tightly enforced trading 
band, the government said the 
bolivar should stabilize and in¬ 
flation should retreat. 

But analysts said they doubt 
that adding even more govern¬ 
ment control to an already con¬ 
voluted currency system is the 
answer. 

"The new system is likely 
to be a poor substitute for the 
old [unregulated] market and 
will result in growing foreign- 
exchange and price distortions 
that will further undermine 
growth," said Patrick Esteru- 
elas, an analyst with Eurasia 
Group in New York. 

The implicit new trading 
band is above the govern¬ 
ment's official rate of VEF4.3 
for $ 1, and well below the un¬ 
regulated market's rate of 
about VEF8 for $1. 


Many analysts said the new 
trading band should have been 
set closer to the unregulated 
market's rate of VEF8 for $1, 
which they said is a clearing- 
market price. 

Some analysts have said the 
fact that the new trading band 
is above the official VEF4.3 
rate suggests this is an implicit 
devaluation of the currency. 
Officials reject that notion, 
saying the new market is just 
one part of a larger currency¬ 
trading system. 

Analysts said comments by 
Central Bank President Nelson 
Merentes suggest the bank re¬ 
alizes there will be more de¬ 
mand for dollars at the new 
rate than there is supply. That, 
they said, suggests a thriving 
black market is bound to be 
bom. 

Merentes said Tuesday the 
bank will be selective about 
who it allows to have access to 
dollars in the new market, 
pointing out that a smaller- 
sized company asking for $1 
million will be rejected imme¬ 
diately. 

Another concern of the new 
system is whether the bank has 
enough dollar-denominated 
bonds to meet the expected 
heavy demand.
